Sealc of Evgland1t1c92pozate diners of his louing Snbiects both Mer⸗ 
chants and others, and did thereby grant vnto them dtuers Powers, 
Licences, Pztmledges and Authozities in the ſaid Letters Patents 
AY mentioned; which Letters Patents Wee haue foz diners conſideratt- 
28. ons and cauſes Lis mooning , cauſed in a Tegall manner and way by 
CLAN liudgement to be called in, and made voyd , and which are ſince by Us 
relumed, determmed, repealed and made voyD. 
And to the end the lapd Trade and Traffique much impoꝛting the good of Our ſernice, and 
the inriching of this Our Kingdome of England, ſhould not bee let fall, and left off, Wee haue 
by Our Letters Patents vnder Our great Seale of England, bearng date the 25. day of June 
lad paſt, giuen and granted vuto Dur welbeloued ſeruants and Subiects Sir Richard Young 
Anight and Baronet, Sir Kenelme Digby Knight, George Kirke Eſquire, Humtry Slany, Nicholas 
Criſpe, and William Cloberie of London Merchants, their Executozs, Adminiſtratozs and Al- 
ſignes, the lole Trade and Traffique to Ginney, Binney, and Angola, and all Pozts, Hancns, and 
Ereekes thereunto belonging inthe parts of Africa, foz the terme of one and thirty peeres, from 
the date of Our ſayd Letters Patents next enſuing, as in and by the ſayd Letters Patents a⸗ 
mougſt diners Powers, Pꝛohibitions, and Authoꝛities therein contained, moze at large it doth 
and map appeare. | | 
x Now to the end, none of Our louing Dubiects may pꝛetend ignoꝛance of Our Ropall Plea- 
ſure in that behalfe, but that what Wee haue pꝛohibited, commanded, and fozbidden by Dur 
ſayd Letters Patents, map bee fully knowen and publiſhed, and accoꝛdingip oblerued ando⸗ 


beped. | 
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Wee doe therekoꝛe hereoy teraigytly charge, tnhibite, aud foꝛbid all and enery Dur Sublects, 

af what degree, oꝛ qualttie ſoeuer they bee, that none of them directly, oꝛ indirectly, during the 
ſayd terme of one and thirtie peeres, pꝛeſume to vilite, frequent, trade, oꝛ aduenture to traf- 
figueinto, oꝛ froin the Lands, Dominions, and places afozelaid, oꝛ any of them. 
And wee doe allo hereby, further ſtraightly Charge, inhibtte, pzohibite, and fozbid aſwell 
all and euery Our Subiects as afozeſaid, as all and euery the Subiects of any fozreignePaince, 
State, oꝛ Potentate whatſoeuer, to impoꝛt oꝛ bꝛing in, any Red Wood, Elephants⸗Teeth, 
Hides, axe, Gummes, oꝛ Gaines of thoſe Countreys, oꝛ any part thereof, oz any other of 
the Commodities of thoſe Countreps, from any place, oz places whatſoener, into any of Pur 
Kingdomes, oꝛ Dominions (other then the ſayd Sir Richard Young, Sir Kenelme Digby, George 
Kirke, Humfry Slany, Nicholas Criſpe, and William Clobery , their Erecut02s, Adminiſtratozs, 
Aſſignes, Deputies, Factozs , and Seruants) vpon paine-of Our high diſpleaſure , and the 
foꝛtfeiture and loſſe, both of thoſe goods, and of the Ships which ſhall impoꝛt the ſame, where: 
ſoeuer they (hall be found. 

And Wee doe allo hereby charge, pꝛohibite, inhibite, and foꝛbid all and euerp the Factozs, Pa- 
ſters of Ships, Mariners c Agents of them the laid Sir Richard Young, Sir Kenelme Digby,George 
Kirke, Humfry Slany,Nicholas Criſpe, And William Clobery,and of euery of them, and of the Erxecutozs, 
Aminiſtratoꝛs and Aſſignes ofthem and cuery ofthem , That none ofthem directly oz indirectly 
during the terme afozcſard, pꝛeſume to Trade, Adnenture,o2 Traffique foꝛ themſelues, oꝛ any of 
them, oz foꝛ any other perſon oꝛ perſons whatioener. (other then the laid laſt Patentees, into oꝛ 
from the Lands, Domintons and places afozeſayd, oꝛ in any of them, vpon paine of Our high 
indignation diſpleaſure, and fozfeiture of ailſuch Goods, and vpon ſuch other puniſhments , as 
can oꝛ may by Law bee inflicted vpon the offendoꝛs, foꝛ contempt ot Pur Royall pleaſure and 
command in this behalfe. 

And to the end Pur commands herein map bee the better perkoꝛmed, obſerued and kept, Wee 
doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command, All Our Adnirals, Uiceadmirals, aud all other 
Dur Otkicers and Miniſters of the Admtraltte , and luch as haue Admtrall Jurildictton; 
And all Maioꝛs, Poꝛtreeues, Puſtices of Peace , Sheriffes, Bailiffes, Conſtables, Cuſtomers, 
Comptrollers , Collectozs, Wayters, Searchers, Suruepoꝛs, and all other Our Officers, and 
Miniſters whatſoeuer to bee from time to time in all things helping, aiding and aſſiſting, and 
as much as in them o2 any of them whom it ſhall oz may concerne lieth , to ſee Pur pleaſure 
herein-to bee kept, oblerued and perfozmed, as they tender Our pleaſure, and will anſwere 

the tontrarie at their perils, and vpon paine of Our heaute diſpleaſure,and the loſſe of their and 
euery of their places.
